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HIS Dallas construction picture of a half-century ago was snapped 

by S. H. Boren, looking Southeast up Main Street below Field. It 
shows steel going up on the Southwestern Life Building and work on 
the top floors of the first unit of Hotel Adolphus. Steel was becoming a 
basic part of Dallas major building structures in that period. In 1912 the 
Mosher Steel Company erected the steel frame for the Busch (Now 
Kirby) Building and in 1914 put up steel for the first Neiman-Marcus 
Unit. Previously the firm had erected a combination cast iron and steel 
framework for the old Dallas News Building in 1900, the Wilson Build- 
ing in 1908 and Sangers about 1910. Mosher began business in 1885 
as the Mosher Manufacturing Co., operating a small machine shop and 
foundry on lower Ross Avenue. The original business involved repair 
of ponderous steam engines and cast iron store fronts for Dallas pioneer 
buildings. Now known as the Mosher Steel Company with their Dallas 
plant at 5101 Maple Avenue, the firm is perhaps the largest steel 
fabricator in the Southwest. Mosher now has eight plants including 
the recently purchased Campbell Steel Company Inc., operating as a 
Mosher Division in San Antonio and Corpus Christi. Mosher has two 
plants in Houston and plants in Lubbock, Tyler and Shreveport. Now 
in its seventy-sixth year, Mosher Steel operates under the direction of 
Lawrence B. Jones, Chairman of the Executive Committee and Edward 
J. Mosher, president, a grandson of the founder.

The Image of Strength 


Hanging like a pall over this politically 
sensitive city are those brooding portents 
of the gathering storm, the catastrophe in 
Cuba and the imminent loss of Laos on 
the other side of the world. Not in years 
have any kindred developments in foreign 
affairs produced such an impact here in 
Washington. Leaders in. both the White 
House and on Capitol Hill, with partisan 
considerations largely set aside, are prob- 
ing their ramifications, assessing the 
extent of the damage to our posture of 
world leadership, and seeking from these 
experiences of failure some guidance for 
the troubled years ahead. No effort is 
being made in high councils here to gloss 
over the plight into which our policies 
have plunged us. The situation is acknowl- 
edged to be serious, and may eventually 
become grave. The very circumstance 
that these critical areas in which we are 
involved are on opposite sides of the earth 
clearly demonstrates the vast encompass- 
ing dimensions of the challenge which 
confronts us. 

In view of this buffeting we have 
undergone during the past few weeks it 
would appear to be the understatement 
of the year to suggest that there is some- 
thing fundamentally wrong with our for- 
eign policy. Yet it is evident that the 
enormities and complexities of the prob- 
lem must be reduced to their rudiments 
if the problem itself is to be understood. 
There is indeed something wrong, some- 
thing basically wrong, with any system 
that consistently loses, whether on an ath- 
letic field or on a world stage of power 
politics. And there can be no disputing 
the fact that our foreign policy has been 
a consistent loser. Ever since World War 
Il the insidious spread of communism has 
swallowed up territory after territory that 
we sought to keep free. The process has 
been performed with contemptuous regu- 
larity. And who can name a single spot 
On earth that was reclaimed from com- 
munism to the free world during that 
span of time? 

The foreign policy of the American 
people, decent and neighborly that we 
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are, has been based on the dual principles 
of altruism and prodigality. We stepped 
forth from the devastation of the war in 
a Messianic role, albeit self-assumed, fer- 
vently intent on delivering the ignorant 
and oppressed of the earth into an 
Elysium of freedom and prosperity. In 
its pristine concept—the Marshall Plan— 
it was a wholesome and workable pro- 
gram, designed over a specific period of 
six years to assist those nations ravaged 
by war in the rehabilitation of their 
economies. But anyone who believes that 
a bureaucracy set up to administer the 
expenditure of billions upon billions of 
dollars will then proceed routinely to 
liquidate itself is an innocent of the first 
magnitude. From the practicality of the 
Marshall Plan we slid into the fuzziness 
of. a euphemistic mutual security pro- 
gram, a program that became both costly 
and stultifying, impoverishing the bene- 
factor and degrading the recipients of his 
bounty. 

It is a notion strictly American that 
anything worth having is bound to cost 
money; sO our approach to the mission 
of making democracy attractive to the 
underprivileged of the world has been to 
pied-piper them with dollars. (It is a 
curious thing that our championship of 
the democratic ideal is so gossamer and 
insecure that we are fearful of commit- 
ting it forthrightly against communism in 
an appeal to the minds of men, so we em- 
bellish it with a dowry to their pocket- 
books). During the past decade we have 
channeled billions of dollars into the 
remotest corners of the earth, and by no 
means to free nations alone. In a number 
of cases our largess has served to entrench 
existing dictatorships. In some instances 
we have funneled money into a country 
just about as fast as the communists have 
been able to siphon it out. In other situa- 
tions—and Laos is a conspicuous exam- 
ple—our bounty has amounted to several 
times their own annual budgets, and has 
proved disruptive of their ways of life. 

In view of international developments 
during the past several years it would 


seem to be time to effectuate an extensive 
revision of a foreign policy based on 
“dollar diplomacy.” The contretemps in 
Cuba and Laos have clearly exposed the 
need for a new type of preparation and 
emphasis in our struggle to resist the 
communist pressures. During recent years 
we have been preoccupied, and neces- 
sarily so, with the building of huge and 
terrifying atomic weapons to bulwark our 
security; and many experienced authori- 
ties had begun to believe that the era of 
conventional small arms and personal 
contact in warfare had come to an end. 
But the pendulum of their thinking is 
swinging back. With the capacity of utter 
destruction in the possession of both war- 
ring ideologies, it is now generally be- 
lieved that an atomic stalemate has been 
reached, and that in the foreseeable future 
the struggle will be waged in a staccato 
chain of little wars. It is ironical indeed to 
contemplate that mankind is moving full 
cycle in its age-old compulsion to war 
against itself, back to the primitive stalk- 
ing of a foe through jungle and morass. 


The meaning to us all of this renewed 
emphasis on conventional small arms and

the individual fighting man lies in the 
fact that it can only be a supplement to, 
and not a substitute for, the complex mis- 
Sile and space program to which we must 
remain committed. The cost of our na- 
tional defense will thus become gargan- 
tuan in the years ahead. It is against this 
backdrop of the price of security that a 
severely realistic appraisal of our capa- 
bilities must now be made. It seems 
quixotic and somehow foolish in this grim 
work we have to do to enervate our 
strength and confuse our purpose by con- 
tinuing to lavish our largess upon the 
earth, We must recede from our uni- 
lateral role of benefactor to the world, 
and build instead the sterner image of 
strength. Whatever may be said of the 
humanitarian impulses which have moti- 
vated our foreign policy in the past, it 
must be reluctantly acknowledged that in 
the harsh and implacable struggle for sur- 
vival the weak and wavering neutrals will 
eventually have no choice but to commit 
their allegiance to the side of physical 
prowess. They will find more protection 
in our muscle than in our money.

A CHANGE IN LEADERSHIP 


J. Ben Critz, completing his thirty-first year as Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager of the Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce, will retire on July 31 and will be succeeded by Andrew 
DeShong, now assistant general manager of the Chamber. 


Chamber President Avery Mays announced that Mr. Critz 
will continue his association with the Chamber in a newly- 
created office of Vice President and Consultant. Mr. Mays 
revealed that Mr. Critz had 1equested retirement upon comple- 
tion of his thirty-first year, a service record which is believed 
to be unequalled in any major chamber of commerce in 
the country. . 


“The officers and directors of the Chamber feel fortunate 
in having Andy DeShong, a man of long service and diversified 
experience in the work of our Chamber, available to succeed 
Mr. Critz on August 1,” Mr. Mays said. “We also feel fortu- 
nate in having Ben Critz, with his long and highly successful 
career in Chamber’ management, continue in consulting 
capacity.” 

President Mays said that Mr. Critz’ letter suggesting his 
retirement was submitted to the directors of the Chamber at 
its April meeting. 

“This provides an orderly, planned transition of manage- 
ment responsibilities,” Mr. Mays pointed out. 


In Mr. Critz’ long tenure as executive head of the Dallas 
Chamber, it has developed into the largest organization of its 
kind in the world. While it does not have the largest budget, 
it has more members than any other chamber of commerce. 


During his 31 years at the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Critz 
has participated in many of Dallas’ most significant develop- 
ments. He had a leading role in winning for Dallas the state 
commission’s franchise for the Texas Centennial Exposition. 
A few years later, he had a major part in bringing the aircraft 
industry to Texas — doing such a unique job in this connec- 
tion that J. H. “Dutch” Kindelberger, then president of North 
American Aviation, Inc., the man Mr. Critz helped sell on 
puttting his plant in Dallas, made a public presentation to 
him of a fine watch. When Chance Vought Aircraft moved 
from Connecticut to Dallas in 1948, Mr. Critz was again the 
recipient of such recognition from the head of the industry 
he had helped bring to Dallas. H. M. Horner, then president 
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of United Aircraft Corporation, also gave Mr. Critz a fine 
watch as an expression of Chance Vought’s appreciation for 
the work he had done. 

As general manager of the Chamber, Mr. Critz has seen 
Dallas County increase in population from 325,691 in 1930 
to an estimated 1,000,000 in 1961. He was a cotton merchant, 
serving as a director of the Chamber, when his fellow-directors 
persuaded him to become temporary manager of the organiza- 
tion on July 15, 1930. Prior to that, Mr. Critz had served as 
President of the Dallas Cotton Exchange and as Mayor of the 
Town of Highland Park. He is also a former president of the 
Dallas Country Club, a member of the City Club and the Pe- 
troleum Club, and a member of other organizations. 

“Ben Critz has done a great job for Dallas and for the 
Chamber of Commerce,” Mr. Mays said. “He deserves to take 
life easier, and we are happy that he will now be able to do so.” 

Mr. DeShong, the Vice President and General Manager- 
elect, is a native Texan who has been a resident of Dallas 
since 1926. He worked for the Dallas Morning News circula- 
tion department while attending Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity. After graduation from S.M.U. he served as a reporter 
on the Dallas Times Herald, leaving the newspaper to become 
publicity director of the Chamber of Commerce in 1936. 

He has twice resigned from the staff of the Chamber, only 
to re-join the organization. North American Aviation took him 
from the Chamber staff in February, 1941 to serve as assistant 
to the Division Manager in the company’s new Dallas plant. 
At the close of World War II, DeShong returned to the Cham- 
ber staff as manager of the industrial department, in which 
capacity he handled the details of negotiation for the Chance 
Vought move. He served for a short time as industrial manager 
of the Republic National Bank, leaving there at the request of 
Chance Vought to join its staff as assistant to the general 
manager. He returned to the Chamber’s staff in February 1953 
as assistant general manager and secretary of the Aviation 
Committee. 

DeShong, and his wife, reside at 5510 Nakoma. They have 
a married daughter, and a son who is in college. He is a mem- 
ber of the Church of the Incarnation, a director of the State 
Fair of Texas, a trustee of Canterbury House at S.M.U., and 
is active in other civic work.

But even bigger things are in the wind for Dallas. Fer the 
first three months of 1961, Dallas ranked third in the natior 
in dollar value of building permits. According to Dun & Brad- 
street statistics, Dallas ranked ahead of all cities except the 
three giants, New York, Chicago and Los Angeles — and the 
three-month Dallas total of $57.6 million in building permits 
was the largest in the City’s history for the months of January, 
February and March. 

Construction and permits signify current and immediate 
construction. Announced plans of a number of firms mean 
even more changes in the Dallas skyline. While Dallas was 
awaiting the description of First National Bank’s new building

on the block bounded by Elm, Akard, Pacific and Field, Repub- 
lic National entered the construction picture again with the 
announcement that it would add another tower on the St. Paul 
Street side of the present building. Final plans for both Re- 
public and First are yet to be announced. 

And, as construction progressed on Cary Plaza and South- 
western Life at Ross and Akard, J. Curtis Sanford announced 
plans for a $12 million luxury apartment and office building at 
the southwest corner of the intersection. 

The ground floor of the building will be devoted to offices | 
and retail stores. The two stories above the ground floor will 
be used for parking. Above the parking floors, a landscaped 
area with swimming pool and other recreational facilities is 
planned. Rising out of the center of the landscaped area will 
be a 26-story metal, glass and mosaic tile tower containing the 
apartments. The tower will be flatiron-shaped, pointing toward 
the Ross-Akard corner. 

Construction has also begun here on a $6 million luxury 
hotel and a $3 million deluxe apartment building. The Dallas 
Cabana, at Stemmons Expressway and Continental, willl con- 
sist of a main 10-story building, plus a two-story lanai and

Millions of dollars in construction has been announced for 
several new Dallas shopping centers. Earth-moving has already 
begun between Abrams and Skillman Roads on Northwest 
Highway for the $3 million Medallion department store. The 
center, on a 26-acre tract, will include a variety of other retail 
stores. 

Another shopping center, of 93 acres and estimated to cost 
$50 million, is still in the planning stages at Northwest High- 
way and Central Expressway. 

Just one block east on Northwest Highway, construction is 
now underway on a new $2 million store for Sterling Jewelry 
& Distributing Company. Gower & Folsom Construction Co. 
is the general contractor. 

More than $14 million in the new Dallas School construc- 
tion is now underway or announced, with the H. Grady Spruce 
High School in the Pleasant Grove area, at $3.4 million, the 
largest single construction project. 

The largest contract bid in the City of Dallas’ history — a 
$6.4 million offer to build the East Side Treatment Plant for 
Sabine River water — was opened by City Council this month. 
The plant, to be built at Sunnyvale and to purify the water

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from Lake Tawakoni before pumping it into Dallas lines, is a 
major source of supply after 1963. Bid came from Nolan Bros., *

ment, including the $22 million White Rock Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant, which is yet to be started. 

More than $6 million in projects are now under construction 
by the City of Dallas for street projects, storm sewers, bridges 
and buildings, with another $2 million to be started this year, 
including the $1% million improvement of Bruton Road from 
Second Avenue to Jim Miller Road. The Texas Highway De- 
partment has $22 million in construction underway in Dallas 
County, including $16 million in Interstate Highways.

 aewes is coming to the fore as a 


group and individual technique in the 
home building industry in Dallas County. 
Residential building this year continues at 
a rapid clip with 3,498 single and 1,553 
multiple units started during four months 
up to April 30. This follows a 1960 start 
record in Dallas County of 9,762 single 
units and 3,112 multiple units. 


The continued outward movement of 
Dallas County residential developments 
along existing and planned expressways 
and trafficways is reflected in the geogra- 
phical allocation of total starts this year 
through March. While Dallas proper in 
its outer reaches accounts for 3,023, out- 
lying suburban towns in the county are 
showing high activity. Carrollton, on 
Highway 77 North, accounted for 66. 
Farmers Branch, just below, accounted 
for 133, and Irving, to the west, 348. 
Duncanville, in the south part of the 
county showed 177 and Lancaster, 62. 
Moving to the fast growing east side of 
the County, we find Mesquite with 476, 
Richardson 364 and Garland 300. 

For the first tinie anywhere, Fox & 
Jacobs Construction Company, carried

applied research into the home building 
industry with the construction of two Re- 
search Homes to determine what the pub- 
lic wants in homes of the future. Adapting 
techniques and materials developed by 
other industries, and incorporating meth- 
ods developed through their own building 
operations, Fox & Jacobs built their first 
two research homes at a cost of over 
$150,000 from planning stage to comple- 
tion. 

Beginning Sunday, April 23, more than 





1,300 people examined these homes con- 
taining the home building industry’s most 
advanced construction and decorative 
features. After inspection visitors were 
asked to register their reactions in ques- 
tionnaires. From a study of consumer 
reaction, Fox & Jacobs will determine 
which features they will use in building 
their own homes. 


Since they sold their first home in 1947, 
Ike Jacobs and Dave Fox have built over 
50 million dollars worth of homes and 
have won more national building awards 
than any other builder in the country. 
They are now ranked among the five top 
builders in the nation. Presently Fox & 
Jacobs are building residential communi- 
ties in seven different locations in the 
Greater Dallas area. 

Pointing up top values available in 
various sections of Dallas in all price 
ranges, these communities contain either 
Forecast models in the $12,950 to $15,000 
class, Accent from $15,950 to $20,000, or 
Flair from $23,000 to $30,000. Carroll- 
ton Downs, on Webb Chapel Road south 
of Beltline, will contain 360 Forecast 
homes. In Highland Meadows on Forest

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to major developments in the $150,000 
plus class. Competition in all sections of 
the County and in all price classes give 
Dallas home buyers buying advantages 
found in few other major cities. In addi- 
tion to sound built-in home values, Dallas’ 
major developers have been building inte- 
grated communities with planned shopping 
centers, schools and other facilities that 
make for orderly suburban development. 

Richardson is a prime example of or- 
derly suburban development in Dallas 
County during the past decade. Now 
spreadinz out in its business and residen- 











tial area on both sides of Central Express- 
way, Richardson has grown from a vil- 
lage of 1,284 in 1950 to some 20,000 pop- 
ulation. More than 5,000 homes have 
been built in Richardson which are pro- 
tected by zoning. 

Richardson now has a _ highly-rated 
school system, fine churches, excellent 
shopping centers, recreational facilities in 
and near the city and an excellent city 
government patterned after Dallas’ coun- 
cil-manager system. Now rising on the 
East side of Central Expressway is the six 
story First Bank & Trust Building. The

city’s tallest structure, this will be ready 
for occupancy by mid-July. 

To provide adequate shopping facilities, 
Heights Inc., headed by George M. Un- 
derwood Jr. and James Lindsey Embrey, 
has developed a 20-acre shopping center 
at North Central Expressway and Belt 
Line Road. This almost-completed center 
will include 75 establishments. Even be- 
fore this is completed, Underwood and 
Embrey have launched a 26-acre center 
Arapaho Village, at Arapaho Road and 
West Shore Drive. They have also turned 
their attention to other projects such as 
the fine New Orleans Apartments and the 
60 room Dallas Continental Inn. In all, 
Richardson Heights Inc., headed by Mr. 
Underwood and Mr. Embry, has devel- 
oped 14 additions on the west side of the 
expressway since 1953 providing homes 
for some 15,000 people. 

Danna Construction Company, headed 
by Joe and C. D. Danna, have been build- 
ing in Richardson since 1952, and have 
over 1,000 homes built and occupied. 
They are the builders of Finesse Homes, 
planned on the basis of surveys covering 
5,000 women on home preference. They 
presently have under construction Futura 
Homes, air-conditioned brick in the $12.- 
900 to $16,000 price range. They are also 
building Finesse Homes in the $16,500 to 
$18,500 range and are also getting under 
way with Danna Homes in the $11,900 to 
$14,500 range in Northridge Estates. 

Other major developers who have

taken part in the growth of Richardson 
include O. K. Jones and Ed Knobel. Mr. 
Jones is the owner-developer of Richard- 
son Terrace Shopping Center on the East 
side of the expressway. Parkview Devel- 
opment Corporation headed by Carroll 
Maxwell Jr. and Robert L. Sutton are also 
major builders in this area. 

Lewis Grinnan Company, of which 
Lewis Grinnan, Jr. is President and owner, 
has been very active in various stages of 
real estate development and investment 
both in Dallas County and in various parts 
of Texas and the United States for many 
years. It has numerous affiliates which 
handle various phases of the Grinnan 
operation. Grinnan Housing Corporation 
and Northrich Development Company 
have been very active in Dallas, Richard- 
son, Garland and Plano, having devel- 
oped or having under development over 


500 residential acres in recent years. De- 
velopment is currently beginning on more 
than 200 acres in Plano. In addition to 
its residential development in Dallas 
County, the Grinnan combination of 
companies has acquired from time to time 
numerous tracts of commercial and in- 
dustrial property which are in various 
stages of planning and development. 
Through Grinnan-Inwood Apartments 
and Grinnan Development Company, 
over 300 apartment housing rental units 
have been constructed recently or are 
currently under construction in Dallas 
County. 

The Royal Lane area of North Dallas 
from Hines Boulevard East is another 
major center of home building activity. 
Among major custom builders operating 
in this area is Fred W. Thompson build- 
ing Supreme Homes in four locations. In 
Chapel Downs and Sparkman Club 
Estates, Fred Thompson is building homes 
in the $25,000 to $45,000 class. In Les 
Jardins, Thompson’s Supreme Homes 
are in the $35,000 to $60,000 bracket. In 
another area, Preston Downs, located 
near Alpha Road and Hillcrest, Thomp- 
son is building in the $40,000 to $80,000 
class. 


In another section of North Dallas, 
Karl Mirkes and Associates of Classic 
Homes, recently opened up a new area 
in Hockaday West. Karl Mirkes, presi- 
dent of Classic Homes Inc., has been 
building homes in Dallas in the $30,000 
to $60,000 class for about 14 years. 
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Classic Homes in this price range are be- 
ing built in North Highland Estates, For- 
estcrest, Northhaven Estates and North- 
Haven Manor. 


Sidney Balman, builder of Regency 
Homes, is now developing an area of 80 
homes in the Webb Chapel Road — 
Royal Lane area. Balman has been build- 
ing homes in the $20,000 to $30,000 price 
range during the past four or five years. 
Regency Homes in the new development 
are in the $19,990 to $26,000 range. 
During the past month Regency sales 
have topped $375,000 according to Mr. 
Balman. The new models attracted ap- 
proximately 1,000 visitors the first month 
and twenty homes were sold. 

Marshall Matson is another major de- 
veloper operating in this area. Presently 
developing North Highland Estates with 
E. Clay Pearce as sales manager, Mr. 
Matson has previously developed such 
areas as Preston Brook Estates, Forrest 
Lane and Hillcrest Estates, Bradford 
Estates, Walnut Hill, Presthaven Park 
Estates and Northaven Estates. At pres- 
ent, Mr. Pearce is developing Webb 
Chapel Estates. 

Buddy Watel is another custom builder 
who has been operating in the North 
Dallas area for eight years, building cur- 
rently in North Highland Estates, Mel- 
shire Estates, Les Jardines and North- 
wood Hills. Mr. and Mrs. Louis E. Watel 
make up a builder-decorator team who 
have built and sold $3% million of cus- 
tom built houses in last six years. Buddy 
Watel builds from 25 to 30 houses each 
year in the $30,000 to $50,000 bracket. 

Further development in North Dallas is 
forecast by the recent sale of 80 lots in 
the seventh and eighth installments of 
Kenilworth Estates Addition by Harold 
G. Weil to Lawson Ridgway and Warren 
Clark of Centennial Construction Com- 
pany. Plans are under way now for con- 
struction of model homes within the next 
few weeks. Developer Harold Weil has 
also recently purchased 215 acres at the 
southeast corner of Marsh Lane and Val- 
ley View for fine residential subdivision 
development. 
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Moving further west, home building 
activity continues at a high rate in North- 
gate and other sections of Irving, in 
Grand Prairie and Oak Cliff and South 
Oak Cliff. Typical of development near 
the Thornton Freeway in Oak Cliff is 
Glen Oaks. Currently developing here 
are another 100 plus homesites. Glen 
Oaks is a 420 acre tract that has been 
under development by Clayton Wyman 
since 1952. Homes in Glen Oaks range 
from the $23,000 to the $45,000 bracket, 
and more than 500 homes have been com- 
pleted in this area. 

From Lockwood Addition east of 
White Rock where homes are being built 
in the $20,000 to $50,000 class, to lux- 
urious Northwood Hills where George 
Mixon and W. T. Troth have developed 
600 acres in luxury homes in the $40,000 
to $100,000 price range, the development

of major subdivision continues across 
Preston Road and west. But Dallas also 
has a multiplicity of choice in more mod- 
est homes all the way from Mesquite to 
South Oak Cliff and east to Seagoville. 
Good buys in modest homes are one of 
Dallas’ major attractions for industry. 


Shopping centers provide another prime 
index to Dallas suburban and residential 
development in all parts of Dallas County. 
Consummation of the largest shopping

In a special study, DALLAS presents the first complete 
statistical summary ever made of the Dallas County planned 
industrial districts, with map showing the locations of all the 26 
named districts, and charts on their development. 


Planned industrial districts continue to be an important 
factor in the growth of Dallas as a manufacturing and distri- 
bution center. Not only do the districts themselves advertise 
widely and work to bring new industry to Dallas, but their 
excellent locations, unusual land values and many other aspects 
peculiar to Dallas prove to be deciding factors in causing nu- 
merous industrial prospects to choose Dallas for their factory, 
their warehouse or their home office. And the districts con- 
tinue to make available the necessary room that many Dallas 
firms need for expansion. : 

On the following pages is the first complete statistical sum- 
mary ever presented of the Dallas County planned industrial 
districts, with a map showing locations of the districts. Infor- 
mation for this statistical presentation was received by 
DALLAS from officials of the 26 named districts. 

As the chart shows, Dallas’ districts are in various stages 
of development, from Inwood which is 100% developed and 
sold to Buckner Park, on which development has just begun. 
Prices also vary widely, from a low of 7c per square foot to a 
maximum of $3.50 per square foot. 

Districts included in the survey were those which fitted the 
description of a planned or organized district as defined by 
the U.S. Department of Commerce: 


A tract of land subdivided and developed according to 
a comprehensive plan for the use of a community of in- 
dustries, with streets, rail lead tracks and utilities installed 
before sites are sold to prospective occupants. The plan 
must provide for adequate control of the area and build- 
ings through restrictions and zoning. 
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As the map clearly shows, these districts are located through- 
out Dallas County, with the heaviest emphasis on the north 
and west side. Several new districts, Buckner Park and Skyline 
to name just two, on the east side of Dallas County are just 
gaining momentum, however. 

Dallas industrial development means more than just planned 
industrial districts, and it means more than Dallas County. 
On the final page of this article is a map of the four-county 
Dallas Standard Metropolitan Statistical Area, Collin, Dallas, 
Denton and Ellis Counties, with all industrial acreage shown 
in color. 

This includes not only that acreage now occupied by indus- 
try but tracts of land with rail, roads utilities accessible; that is, 
land that could be shown to an industrial prospect. And much 
of the unoccupied acreage on the map has probably already 
been shown to industrial prospects. 

Activities in the various districts today clearly demonstrate 
the continuing progress of Dallas as the Southwest’s leader 
in both manufacturing and distribution.

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Home building is the largest local in- 
dustry of Dallas County whose products 
are used only locally. 

Seldom does the annual total drop far 
below 10,000 residential lots fully devel- 
oped and 10,000 new houses constructed 
on the lots. The rate of new construction 
in the first four months of this year indi- 
cates that more than 10,000 new houses 
will be built in 1961, but probably less 
than the 12,000—plus single family 
dwellings turned out in 1959. 

The process by which raw land on the 
periphery of Dallas and other cities of the 
metropolitan area is converted into at- 
tractive residential neighborhoods puts 
millions of dollars into the bank accounts 
of the former owners who have sold their

acreage to professional land developers. 

The developers then invest millions of 
dollars in engineering and land planning, 
installation of streets, alleys, sanitary 
sewer lines, water lines, storm sewers. 
This process supports another big local 
industry — the companies which install 
the streets and utilities. 

The local governments benefit. They 
become owners of the capital improve- 
ments of each new subdivision, and the 
developed lots are taxed at a much higher 
level. Then, as home structures are com- 
pleted on the lots, the municipal, county 
and state governments add valuations for 
the structures to their tax rolls. 


In addition to the peripheral construc- 
tion taking place this year, it appears al- 
most certain that not less than 3,000 new 
units of multi-family dwellings will be 
built in 1961; the majority of the apart- 
ment houses replacing older obsolescent 
residences in additions which were new in 
the city 35 to 50 years ago. This is a vig-

Most of all of this work of land devel- 
oping and building will be accomplished 
by the home building industry of Dallas 
County, and leading builders and students 
of residential construction over the nation 
will be watching — as usual — for inno- 
vations developed in the Dallas area. 

Numerous of these innovations will go 
on public show June 9 through 18 when 
the annual Parade of Homes will be 
opened to the public by the Home Build- 
ers Association of Dallas County.

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The 1961 Parade of Homes will be in 
the form of a “report” by the local home 
building industry to the public of the 
progress it has made in construction and 
planning in the 10 years since the indus- 
try staged its first Parade of Homes. 
Twenty-six companies will show 18 “new 
models” of homes in three concurrent ex- 
positions — one at Hillcrest Park in north- 
ern Irving, another at Les Jardins addi- 
tion at Royal Lane and Midway Road, 
and the third in Lochwood addition, be- 
tween Easton Road and Garland Road.

“In the first Parade of Homes in 1952 
the housing industry showed how good a 
house could be provided in the $12,000 
value range. The builders were proud that 
all had central heating systems, and a 
few boasted that they could provide cen- 
tral air conditioning at extra cost. A few 
of the homes offered a third bedroom, but 
an extra full or half bath could not be 
provided within that value range. 

“Today, it is not difficult to find new 
homes in Dallas County of three bed- 
rooms, either two full baths or one and a 





half baths, centrally air conditioned, in 
the range of $12,000 to $13,500. In addi- 
tion, such new homes usually have in- 
stalled the basic kitchen appliances,” Mr. 
Peek said. 

In fact, some Dallas County builders 
this year are offering three bedroom homes 
of sparkling design in the range of $9,000 
to $10,000. 

Young married couples who haven't 
had opportunity to accumulate much cash 
for down payments now can become in- 
vestors in a “dressy” house and real prop- 
erty for relatively low down payments 
and monthly payments as low as $70 to 
$80 per month. Such values are available 
this year in standard subdivisions embrac- 
ing all the requirements of good perma- 
nent neighborhood design and construc- 
tion. 

Comparable contrasts exist this year in 
all the other value ranges in speculative 
and custom-built new homes, from the 
low-cost to the spectacular, large and 
ultrahigh investments for which the Dal- 
las area is famous. 

“We feel that the home building indus- 
try is showing evidences of maturity, 
especially in business management and 
our ability to make use of the vast tech- 
nical and product improvements” says 
Leland G. Lee, Jr., President of the Home 
Builders Association of Dallas County. 


Mr. Lee recalled that for the first 10 
years following World War II the housing 
industry had all it could do to provide 
new houses to meet demands of families 
needing houses. Major problems for build- 
ers then were finding adequate supplies of 
materials and workmanship, and _ the 
builders had no great problems selling the 
finished houses. 

“But now, the home builder must be 
able to anticipate and plan and build a 
home the prospect will want to own” Lee 
says. “If he isn’t a good enough all-round 
businessman and planner he cannot stay 
in business. Competition is tough, and the 
capital necessary to do a good building 
and marketing job seeks only the builder 
with proven experience.” 

Recognizing the changing conditions 
facing the home builders, the Home Build- 
ers Association is at work to provide bet- 
ter services to aid its members in their 
roles as professional community builders. 

A major effort at present is providing a 
perpetual system of analysis of market 
conditions for all Dallas County. The im- 
mediate goal is regular reports to the As- 
sociation members showing how many 
new houses are being built in each local- 
ity, and what price ranges are involved,

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Twenty Years of Steady Growth 


Dallas’ tremendous growth over the past 10 years is shown clearly by the accompanying table 
which compares the 1950 to 1960 growth with that from 1940 to 1950. Not only did the 1950-60 
growth equal that of the 1940-50 decade but almost every measure showed significant gains. 

Largest increases in growth comparisons came in the measures which reflect industrial growth. 
The gain of Value Added by Manufacture from 1948-58 was almost three times that of the

National Manufacturers and Local Plants Continue Strong Growth Pattern. 


Dallas continues to expand as a mar- 
keting and manufacturing center in the 
building supply field. Republic Transcon 
Industries, one of the nation’s largest man- 
ufacturers of water heaters and other 
building components, recently announced 
the moving of its major manufacturing ac- 
tivities to Dallas along with its corporate 
headquarters. 

On June 1, Milton J. Stevens, Chair- 
man of the Board of Republic-Transcon 
Industries, will move to Dallas. In June 
more facilities are to be added in Dallas 
for the production of Republic Top Load- 
ing Clothes Dryers. The Hammel Furnace 
& Air Conditioning Division will also be 
moved to Dallas from Los Angeles. 

Republic Transcon Industries recently 
acquired the Mathes Air Conditioning 
Co. of Marble Falls, which will continue 
to produce air-conditioning equipment 
from half ton to 20 ton capacity. 

The Republic Water Heater Division 
of Texlite, a subsidiary of Republic 
Transcon Industries, is one of the world’s 
largest manufacturers of glasslined water 
heaters. Some 450 to 500 Republic water 
heaters are now being produced daily in 
the Texlite Plant. LeRoy Erickson, presi- 
dent of Texlite Inc., says that commercial 
water heaters for apartments, restaurants, 
motels and other commercial establish- 
ments are now being marketed in increas- 
ing numbers through Texas mechanical 
contractors. 

Texlite is also entering into the archi- 
tectural panel business with new vigor 
since the installation of a new Ferro Con- 
tinuous Furnace in their Dallas plant. 
Texlite was one of the pioneers in pro- 
ducing architectural panels in the South- 
west. For more than ten years Texlite’s 
color panels have enhanced the appear- 
ance of buildings in the City of Dallas 
including such structures as the Statler- 
Hilton Hotel, Love Field Terminal Build- 
ing, Dallas Federal Savings & Loan Build- 
ing, the Vaughn Building and others. This 
trend is increasing in other Texas cities 
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and over the nation and Texlite looks for- 
ward to a steady increase in this business. 

Plastic Products of Texas Inc., manu- 
facturers of NATURALITE plastic dome 
skylights, light control accessories and 
special duty units, is another fast growing 
firm in the building specialty field. This 
manufacturing company for NATURA- 
LITE products was founded in January, 
1945 by John J. Kemendo, who became 
interested in plastics while associated with 


Plastic Products of Texas became one of 
the pioneer manufacturers in this field. 
One of the earliest plastic skylight proj- 
ects was for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion at Los Alamos, New Mexico. This 
installation was highly successful and is 
still in satisfactory service. The success of 
this installation launched Plastic Products 
of Texas into the major building field. 
NATURALITE was adopted as the 
trade name for the skylights and the units

North American Aviation Inc. during 
World War II. 

The first product manufactured by the 
company was a simple acetate card holder. 
During the late 1940’s, as acrylic plastic 
became available for commercial use, 
Plastic Products of Texas expanded its 
manufacturing operation to include highly 
complex acrylic floor and counter dis- 
play units, sign faces and replacement 
parts for local aircraft industries. Special 
techniques and equipment were developed 
during this time for the forming of vari- 
ous intricate plastic shapes. 

In 1950, the plastic dome skylight was 
introduced to the building industry and 


quickly proved to be the long sought 
answer to the problems of breakage, leak- 
age and complex roof designs in the then 
prevailing methods of skylighting. The 
company has also sponsored research pro- 
grams with units of the Texas A. & M. 
system and other sources to solve prob- 
lems of heat, lighting and other factors in 
skylights. 

During the past ten years this product 
has proved its value in thousands of build- 
ings throughout the nation. The NAT- 
URALITE product line now includes a 
wide range of skylights, special duty units 
for fire venting and ventilation, light 
control and other purposes. Marketing 
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through manufacturers agents and build- 
ing products distributors NATURALITE 
sales now exceed $1 million annually. The 
company now has 65 employees and more 
than 80 sales representatives over the 
nation and in Mexico and Canada. One 
of its most recent installations was for 
the new Honolulu Airport. 

The company has such recent Dallas 
installations as the Thomas Jefferson

1954. It includes 40 stories — 36 above- 
ground, and four basement levels. 

One of the earlier buildings in the 
Nation to adopt aluminum “curtain wall” 
construction, the Republic National Bank 
Building is a show-place for thousands 
of Dallas visitors each year.

The 20th anniversary season of the State Fair Musicals will 
open on June 12 in the Music Hall with a gala production of

Dallas Gains New Two-Way Telex System 


Dallas this month became one of the 
first 23 cities in an automatic, two-way 
“dial-telegraph” Telex system, planned 
ultimately to serve the entire country 
through automatic exchanges in 181 
cities. The new Western Union Telex sys- 
tem will also permit local subscribers to 
connect directly in 8 seconds or less with 
140 points in Canada and Mexico. 

L. R. Wilcox, local Western Union dis- 
trict manager was joined by W. W. Sem- 
ingsen, Vice President of Western Union’s 
Gulf Division, and Mr. Avery Mays, 
President of Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce, in inaugurating the Telex service 
here by establishing the first Telex con- 
nection with Kansas City. In his message 
to Donald V. Steele, Asst. Exec. Vice 
President and Genl. Mgr. Chamber of 
Commerce in Kansas City, President 
Mays hailed Telex service as “a major 
step forward in meeting the expanding 
needs of the commerce and industry of 
Dallas for fast, accurate and economical 
data and message communication facili- 
ties.” 

Inauguration of the service established 
Dallas as a key Telex point in the net- 
work which will expand rapidly to pro- 
vide service to about 20,000 subscribers 
in the United States. In the near future, 
the new service will also be extended to 
Europe, Africa, the Far East and South 
America. 


“Western Union Telex is a flexible, fully 
automatic communications service, in 
which the customer dials his own direct 
connection, ‘talks’ in written form on a 
two-way basis, or transmits data for cen- 
tral office processing, and simultaneously 
obtains a permanent record of his com- 
munications,” Mr. Wilcox said. 

Telex connections are electronically 
established when a subscriber dials the 
number of a distant subscriber’s Telex 
machine. Confirmation of the correct con- 
nection is received instantly by pressing 
a “who are you” key on the originating 
unit causing the distant unit automatically 
to “answer” with the name and city of 
the subscriber. No one is required to be 
in attendance at the number called, since 
messages and data can be transmitted with 
the assurance that they will be received 
at their correct destination once the con- 
nection is established. 

First introduced in the United States 
by Western Union, Telex is a thoroughly 
tested, high-grade communications service 
already being operated extensively in 
Western Europe and Canada. Since mid- 
1958, when the telegraph company first 
began testing service between the United 
States and Canada, it has won full cus- 
tomer acceptance at New York, Chicago, 
Los Angeles and San Francisco. 

“Over 500 business firms, government 
agencies and industrial users in 23 cities

will now utilize the flexibility, speed and 
convenience of Telex in the handling of 
their communications,” Mr. Wilcox de- 
clared. “Among the first-day subscribers 
to the service are banks, brokerage houses, 
publishers, transportation companies, 
credit organizations, distributors and meat 
packers.” 

The new service has several important 
features. It provides fast handling of all 
types of domestic written and data com- 
munications between Telex subscribers 
and later will be used to send telegrams 
to individuals not connected by Telex by 
simply dialing the local Western Union 
office. 

Telex operates at 66 words per minute 
in conformity with all international tele- 
graph transmission standards. Customers 
require only one machine for direct Telex 
message and data transmission. Where a 
customer requires the additional facility 
of perforated tape, the Telex unit is 
equipped with a built-in tape-perforating 
device and transmitter. Where this unit 
is used, the subscriber’s equipment auto- 
matically receives data for processing in 
tape form at the same time that informa- 
tion is printed in page form. 

Another feature which provides high 
reliability for Telex messages is a protec- 
tive mechanism which prevents a connec- 
tion being made to a receiving unit which 
has a low supply of paper. 

The new service permits 24-hour cor- 
respondence at special time-distance rates 
based on a metered usage in fractions of 
a minute known as “pulses.”’ Charges are 
levied only for the actual time and num- 
ber of pulses used during transmission. 

The Telex network will be extended 
this year to 45 U. S. cities and numerous 
foreign exchange points. The Dallas ex- 
change, which will initially provide nine- 
teen local business firms with Telex serv- 
ice, will be expanded to connect other 
area cities to the network and provide a 
larger number of connections for sub- 
scriber use. 

As the Telex expansion program pro- 
gresses, Western Union plans to utilize 
the new transcontinental microwave beam 
facilities now being constructed, in pro- 
viding additional high quality circuits. 

Cities to which the Dallas Telex ex- 
change was directly connected this month 
were: Atlanta, Baltimore, Boston, Buf- 
falo, Chicago, Cleveland, Denver, Detroit, 
Houston, Kansas City, Mo., Los Angeles, 
Milwaukee, Minneapolis, New Orleans, 
New York, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Port- 
land, Ore., St. Louis, San Francisco, 
Seattle and Washington, D. C.

center complex transaction ever recorded 
in Dallas took place in March when the 
Hillcrest Foundation announced that it 
had leased a portion of 97 acres at the 
northwest intersection of Central Ex- 
pressway and Loop 12 to Raymond D.

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Robert R. Wallace 


The wall map in the ultra-modern, 
ranch-style office building at 2102 Proc- 
tor has different colored pins stuck in so 
many places around the world, it looks 
like the map would bleed to death. 

The pins show the full scope of opera- 
tions of the only known national and in- 
ternational mechanical contracting firm in 
the world —the operations of Sam P. 
Wallace & Co. 

“Why do you go so far to get business, 
when you face rough local competition 
once you get there?” 

Robert R. Wallace, 29, one of the 
firm’s three partners, chuckled at the 
question. 

“Just after the turn of the century,” he 
answered, “men with wrenches in Fort 
Worth were amazed when a Dallas 
plumber made the long trip to their town, 
and outbid them on a school building job. 
They asked him the same question you 
just asked me.” 

The pioneer plumber he referred to 
was his grandfather, Carl Wallace. Rob- 
ert R. (Bob) Wallace is carrying on the 
tradition of being a pioneer plumber. You 
get the idea he'll be aboard the second 
rocket to the moon —to bid on the in- 
stallation of plumbing for the man who’s 
there from the first rocket. 

“This is a business of the quick and the 
dead,” said Bob Wallace, 29, young man 
on the go. “The industry has changed 
more in the past five years than ever be- 
fore, and is in high acceleration now.” 

Mr. Wallace and his two partners are 
in even higher acceleration to stay ahead 
of the men with wrenches in Fort Worth 
and in the rest of the world. 
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“Our present backlog of business is in 
excess Of $50 million,” he explains, sand- 
wiching the discussion in between one 
trip to Atlanta and another to Kingston, 
Jamaica. 

As he talks, his 32-year-old partner- 
brother, Carl Wallace, is between Manila 
and Hong Kong. His 56-year-old partner- 
father, Sam P. Wallace, is flying over 
Kentucky. Their 1,000 employes are in- 
stalling heating equipment in Alaska, cool- 
ing equipment in South America and put- 
ting in the best of modern America in 
new buildings in the Middle East. 

The 45-story Humble Oil Building in 
Houston, to be among the most important 
skyscrapers in the world when completed, 
is a contracted job for the Wallace Co.— 
“a contract in excess of $8 million for us,” 
explains Bob Wallace. 


Equipment is brought in by rail and 
truck in massive amounts by his com- 
pany from all over the nation. “Air con- 
ditioners on the Houston job, we bring 
from New England,” he explains. “We 
bring the pumps in from the Midwest and 
the cooling towers from California.” 

Bob Wallace’s major interests in the 
business are in the branch offices he 
established. The big one in Cincinnati was 
the first, in 1958. He set up one in Atlanta 
in 1959 and one in Houston in 1960. 

From them is spawned much of the 
company’s operations in 35 states, and 
the youngest of the three Wallace part- 
ners spends several days each month over- 
seeing their work on the scene. 

An accelerated pace is something he 
was used to, nearly 10 years ago, when he

launched five years work in four at South- 
ern Methodist University to receive his 
bachelor of science degree in mechanical 
engineering. 

Between classes that sometimes were 
split because of lab work, he put in full- 
scale engineering work with his father’s 
company on job sites in Dallas. He was 
well used to the pace even then. He 
Started as an apprentice at the age of 14, 
working every day after school.

Add the name of fabulous Mrs. Mike 
Flabiano to the list of women who have 
built Dallas. 

For 30 years, she has been a partner in 
marriage and a partner in business with 
the man whose name has become synony- 
mous with terrazzo. Both partnerships 
have been solid successes. 

“Mike is boss,” says the blue-eyed and 
dark-haired Mrs. Flabiano, who said she 
can lay no claim at all to being Italian, 
except through the name she got by marry- 
ing Mike. 

In the terrazzo business, there are few 
anywhere to match the recent successes 
of the Flabiano concern, officially listed 
as the American Terrazzo Company, 5607 
Dyer. The Flabianos put in the stunning 
and durable terrazzo floors in Republic 
National Bank, Southland Center, the 
new WFAA-TV and radio building, and 
the Dallas Love Field Terminal. The Love 
Field job included what has been claimed, 
without protests from anywhere so far, as 
the world’s largest map done in terrazzo. 

And the Dallas jobs make up only a 
part of the jobs successfully “bid in” and 
installed by the Flabianos. 

Mrs. Flabiano has become adept as a 
bidder, which means that she knows spe- 
cifications, materials and costs, and can 
translate that knowledge from a set of 
blueprints to a bid sheet. 

Mrs. Flabiano, as secretary-treasurer of 
the corporation, now has help in running 
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Mrs. Mike Rabidne 


the office of the 60-employe firm. There 
were many years when running the office 
— keeping the books and meeting the 
payroll, 2nd meeting prospective custom- 
ers — was left mostly to her alone. For 
Mike’s specialized art with the marble 
chips was always needed “on the job.” 

The company began when Flabiano 
stopped working for other companies and 
struck out “on his own” in Oklahoma 
City in 1931. The year had started with 
a New Years Eve party for contractors. 
The girl who was to become Mrs. Flabi- 
ano was a hostess. Mike was a guest. 

Mike was from Udina, Italy, where 
most terrazzo men pass the skills of the 
“terrazzo mechanic” to their sons, just 
as the art has been kept alive for thous- 
ands of years. 

Two sons of the Flabianos — Luighi 
and Mattia—have completed their school- 
ing and have entered the company as full 
partners. 

“I had hoped, I think, that Luighi 
would become an architect — that seemed 
to be the direction he was going. And 
when he was growing up, I hoped Mattia 
would be a doctor or something like that. 
Now that they’ve made their choice, to do 
the terrazzo art, I’m glad,” Mrs. Flabiano 
said with a glow of pride. 

There are also two daughters in the 
family — and Mrs. Flabiano claims a 
grandmother’s prerogative of spoiling the 


grandchildren. “All seven of them,” she 
says. 

The close-knit family assembles occa- 
sionally at the Flabiano home at 6611 
Bobolink. It is a testimony to their under- 
lying belief that terrazzo really is all they 
say it is a building material: the patio, 
porch and even the driveway are of ter- 
razzo—and the shuffleboard is imbedded. 

Mrs. Flabiano said she has become 
fairly adept at preparing Italian dishes 
she learned years ago from Mike. And 
she maintains a suburbanite’s apprecia- 
tion for flowers. 

“I'd have been a great gardener. It’s no 
credit to me. I was born with a green 
thumb,” she confesses, “and when I plant 
something it just grows.” 

Her particular delight now — and one 
that she says she hasn’t managed to in- 
terest her husband in— is boating and 
fishing. “I can’t get Mike into a boat. So 
when I get a chance to fish with friends 
at Texoma, Lake Dallas or Grapevine, I 
go without him. 

“But everything else, Mike and I always 
do together.” 

The Flabiano family has become a fam- 
ily of travelers. At the time of this writ- 
ing, the men in the family were deployed 
on terrazzo building contracts stretching 
from Atlanta, Ga., to Midland, Texas, as 
well as a great number in the Dallas area. 
There appear to be only further successes 
ahead as the popularity of terrazzo climbs. 
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coming in june!

FOR BUSINESSMEN 


Advertising and marketing have found 
a staunch defender in Professor Stuart 
H. Britt, professor at Northwestern Uni- 
versity and editor of the Journal of Mar- 
keting. His thesis in “The Spenders”’ is 
that, contrary to what we have been told 
by V. Packard, American business takes 
the dictates of the consumer, and not vice 
versa. Directing his discussion toward the 
general reader as -well as the specialist, 
Professor Britt presents a penetrating pic- 
ture of the consumer—his motives, wants, 
and needs—and his effect on business.

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Dallas West Revitalization Commission

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The largest slum housing area the city 
has selected for rehabilitation is located 
in West Dallas. Ten minutes from down- 
town are seven hundred acres, three thou- 
sand houses (most in a deteriorating con- 
dition) in which live more than fifteen 
thousand people. All three major racial 
groups are represented as follows: Negro 
—66 per cent, Latin American—17 per 
cent, and White—17 per cent. 

The streets are dirt and gravel; the 
flat land makes drainage difficult, and 
sanitary sewer was available to only one- 
third of the homes. The trash and debris 
litter most of the area reflecting the gen- 
eral attitude of many of the residents. 
This was the problem the Dallas West 
Revitalization Commission faced when it 
was appointed by the City Council in Au- 
gust of 1959. 

A professional study had been made 
of an area in West Dallas during the fall 
of 1958, within the boundaries of North 
Hampton on the west, Singleton Boule- 
vard on the south, and with the Trinity 
River levee closing the triangle. This 
study was submitted to the City Council. 
The Council’s review of the problems and 
conditions in the area resulted in their 
creating the Dallas West Revitalization 
Commission. 

The Commission is composed of seven 
members who serve for two years with- 
out pay. These seven men represent a 
cross section of business and professional 
fields in Dallas. The Commission’s job, 
as set out in the city ordinance, is “mak- 
ing a study and recommendations to the 
City Council... with a view to improv- 
ing the places of abode and bringing them 
up to minimum standards...”. These 
studies and recommendations “shall in-

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clude, but not be limited thereby, to the 
following: 


(a) A proposed plan for division of 
the area into neighborhood im- 
provement projects, which shall 
include land use, street improve- 
ments, community facilities and 
improvement studies; 


(b) A proposed method and proce- 
dure for assisting property owners 
in obtaining reasonable and fair 
bids for improvement work and 
obtaining loans for, and financing 
of, such improvements; 


(c) A proposed method and procedure 
of inspecting the premises; notify- 
ing owners and residents of needed 
improvements and violation of 
ordinances; and enforcement of 
applicable ordinances.” 


The Commission’s first meeting, held 
September 2, 1959, was primarily con- 
cerned with a complete review of the 
problems in Dallas West. The second 
meeting, held later the same month, 
initiated the program planning. Pilot 
areas were selected for the first inspec- 
tions; the operating phases of the program 
were outlined for the city department re- 
sponsible for administration of the pro- 
gram. Studies were started on the needed 
capital improvements — sanitary sewer, 
drainage, and street paving. A field office 
Site was selected. This was an abandoned 
house in terrible condition but sound 
enough to show what could be done in 
rehabilitating such a structure. 


During the fall and winter months of 
1959 and 1960, several meetings were 
held with residents of the area. The turn- 
out was encouraging. It was necessary to 
let the people know what to expect—the 
fact that the program was designed to help

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them help themselves. The expense of all 
private rehabilitation was to be borne by 
the property owners and capital improve- 
ments cost would be pro rated under the 
same policies applying to the rest of the 
city. Following the neighborhood meet- 
ings, an area-wide clean-up campaign was 
carried out. Over three million pounds of 
trash were hauled out by the city sanita- 
tion division On six consecutive Wednes- 
days. This success was the heartening note 
on which the field office opened in Feb- 
ruary of 1960. The staff was trained and 
ready to experiment with new approaches 
to Dallas’ rehabilitation effort. 

Inspection has been concentrated in 
the west part of the area. The largest 
number of dilapidated houses are located 
in this section, but a good elementary 
school and attractive park form a nucleus 
for improvement. Sanitary sewer was al- 
ready installed in a considerable portion 
of this section, which meant plumbing 
requirements could be encouraged imme- 
diately and enforced where necessary. 

The Commission recommended the use 
of available bond funds for additional 
sanitary sewer extension so that it would 
be available to all occupied property in 
the west one-third of the area. This in- 
stallation followed the Commission’s plan 
of phasing the capital improvements in 
logical sequences, with available funds, so 
that all underground improvements would 
be in place before paving was started. The 
Commission recommended and the City 
Council approved extending the pay-out 
period for street paving from a maximum 
of five years to ten years. In addition, 
drainage lines have been laid and this 
west section is ready for the start of the 
paving program. The first paving contract 
is now out for bids and by June of this 
year the first street paving will be started, 
but public funds are not presently avail- 
able to complete all needed improve- 
ments. The Commission has reviewed the 
estimates prepared by city departments of 
the cost to complete these capital im- 
provements. Specific recommendations 
have been made of the funds needed, and 
these will be considered for inclusion in 
the next bond program. There remains 
only the land use study to complete all 
the required planning phases of the pro- 
gram. 

Financing of private improvements was 
a major problem confronting the program. 
West Dallas was an area in which few 
lenders were interested. The Commission 
called a meeting of a group of banking 
and mortgage loan officers and included 
officials of the Federal Housing Adminis- 
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tration. This financing problem was pre- 
sented to them and a plan for making 
Title 1 home improvement loans was 
worked out. Although this did not solve 
all the problems, it was sufficient to enable 
the field office to offer some assistance. It 
helped to get improvements started and 
served as a base for extending advice and 
assistance to the homeowners in many 
other ways. Private financial assistance 
through normal channels, both institu- 
tional and individuals, now totals ap- 
proximately $400,000. Though some im- 
provements have been made with cash 
payment, most of it by homeowners as 
well as rent property owners has been 
done through loans. Many conventional 
mortgage sources have become interested 
in the area since the program started, yet 
there still remains a demand for addi- 
tional funds and new approaches to this 
type of rehabilitation work. 





The field office has proved a successful 
innovation. There are services available 
to the residents for permit applications, 
general program information, and prompt 
inspection assistance. They make full use 
of these services and are encouraged to 
do their part because of the personal at- 
tention given to their request and prob- 
lems. 


In the year and two months that the 
Dallas West Revitalization Office has been 
open, the program can report consider- 
able private and public improvements. 
These now total in excess of $750,000 
with another $400,000 in active building 
permits and $120,000 for the first street 
paving. One-third of the structures have 
been inspected for minimum plumbing 
and other health and sanitation require- 
ments. Twenty per cent of this one-third 
have been brought up to complete mini- 
mum standards and fifty per cent have 
added the required plumbing. Twenty-five 
new houses have been completed. Owners 
of rent property have shown very encour- 
aging cooperation, equal to that of the 
homeowners. Over eighty vacant and 
dilapidated houses have been demolished 
and eighty more property owners have 
received notice to demolish similar struc- 
tures. Though there is still much to be 
done, the area has a much cleaner appear- 
ance than a year ago.

ALLAS began moving upstairs just before the turn of the century. 

This 1899 construction shot of the Old Linz Building at the cor- 
ner of Main and Martin represented a new high on the Dallas Skyline. 
Visitors of that period rode the building elevators up to its roof to get 
a sweeping view of Dallas atop its then tallest building. One of Dallas 
civic leaders of that period and the first secretary of the Dallas Chamber 
of Commerce was Colonel John G. Hunter. In 1902, his son, J. Peyton 
Hunter, founded the present Hunter-Hayes Elevator Company. 
Originally known as J. Peyton Hunter, Manufacturers Agent, the firm’s 
first quarters were in the old Cotton Belt Terminal Building. The busi- 
ness office was later moved to the Slaughter Building and Peyton 
Hunter Jr., present head of the firm, entered the business in 1925. In 
1926 the name was changed to Hunter-Hayes Elevator Company. In 
1946 Hunter-Hayes moved to its present location at 6102 Lemmon 
Avenue. Through the years the firm has expanded its business through- 
out the Southwest. Now in its fifty-ninth year, Hunter-Hayes Elevator 
Co. has more than 125 employees and maintains 12 branches serving 
Austin, Beaumont, Corpus Christi, El Paso, Fort Worth, Lubbock, 
Midland-Odessa and Tyler in Texas and Albuquerque and Santa Fe in 
New Mexico. Keeping pace with the times, the firm now installs 
escalators as well as elevators and is currently installing a German 
made escalator in the New Sanger Building in Preston Center.
